The Socialist party, with 105 
seats in the National Assembly, 
is France's largest political party. 
Unless Faure can persuade the) 
Socialists to abstain when his 
policies come to a vote, prob- 
ably tomorrow, he has no sad 
of survival. 


Already seven parties with a 
total of 304 votes in the 627- 
member National Assembly have! 
pronounced their disfavor of the 
Premier's policies. It would 
take only 10 more votes to put 
Faure out of a job. 


Pinay Intercedes. 

Foreign Minister Antoine 
Pinay and Paul Reynaud, both 
former premiers, were reported 
busy buttonholing leaders of 
their own 53-vote Independent 
Republican party to try to get 
them to reconsider yesterday's 
decision to desert Faure. In- 
formed sources said some of 
the party members were chang- 
ing their minds and deciding to 
stick with Faure. 

The Independents yesterday 
threatened to force their Cabi- 
net ministers, including Pinay, 
to resign from the Faure gov- 
ernment. 

Faure fought for survival of 
his cabinet in the Assembly last 
night with a demand for na- 
tional unity against foreign in- 
terference in France's North 
African empire. He received a 
brief flurry of support, but al- 
ready there was speculation on 
his successor. 

Faure’s downfall would hit 
hard in international diplomacy 
It would almost certainly force 
pogponement of the Big Four 
foreign ministers conference 
——- to begin in Geneva 
Oct. 

~A rejected demands from 
his deserting supporters to quit 
now and demanded the full 
dress debate on the Moroccan 
problem. 

Policy of ‘Evolution.’ 

The 47-year-old Premier tol 
the Assembly the Moroccan 
problem is not one of person 
but of policy. 

He had won some support last 
weekend when he recalled the 
permanent French delegation 
from the United Nations be- 
cause the General ssembly 
voted to discuss the Algerian 
problem — a problem France 
considers strictly an internal 
one. 

Faure said the Governments 
policy “must be one of evolu- 
tion and reforms, presupposing 
a Moroccan government with 
France retaining charge of for- 
eign policy and defense.” 

In a session that ended short- 
ly before midnight Faure gave 
the Assembly a detailed ac- 
count of North African prob- 
lems and policy. Then he an- 
swered his chief critics —the 
four dissident Gaullist. minis- 
ters he fired yesterday. 

“There has been talk 
salvation government,” he said. 
“It is my belief that such a 
government would have 4s its 
first task refusing the accept- 
ance of a power vacuum in the 
administration.

“If Egypt does not put an 
immediate and total end to her 
newly initiated guerrilla war- 
fare against Israel, she will 
finally disrupt the cease-fire of 
Sept. 4 and will oblige Israel 
to take all necessary steps for 
the protection of her citizens.” 

More Gaza Action. 

The spokesman said Israel 
has information in its posses- 
sion that Egypt, even after the 
cease-fire of Sept. 4, decided 
to continue guerrilla operations 
along the Gaza strip. 

“For some time past,” the 
spokesman said, “The Israeli 
government has had knowledge 
of the fact that units have been 
organized on Syrian, Jordanian 
and Lebanese territory for the 
purpose of attacking objectives 
in Israel. These gangs have been 
maintained by Syria and Egypt 
with some financial support 
from Saudi’ Arabia.” 

In the course of the last few 
days, the spokesman alleged, 
there were attacks on Sept. 7 


in the neighborhood of Tirat- | 


zvi, on the Jordanian border, 
when water installations were 
destroyed; a dynamiting on 
Sept. 13 of houses in Alma 
Villagejn near the Lebanese 
frontier; and attacks on Sept.

Hennings, Back From Russia, 


Says U.S, Should Keep Guard Up 


Reports-Soviet Leaders Seem Anxious to 
Better Lot of People, Give Youth 
Well-Rounded Education.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 — |

Hennings, who spent seven 
days in Leningrad and Moscow, 
said it would be “foolish” for 
anyone in the Soviet Union for | 
such a short time to offer any- | 
thing but “impressions,” be- | 
cause the nation is so vast and | 
because of language barriers 
and the reluctance of Russians 
to talk freely with strangers. 

Atmosphere Relaxed. 

From his conversations with 
Americans who have been in) 
Russia several years, Hennings 
said he got the impression that 
the genera] atmosphere there 
was somewhat “relaxed” com- 
pared to the time when the late 
Joseph Stalin was the “abso- 
lute” dictator. 

“The Russian leaders,” he 
said, “appear to realize that 
they need more products of the 
rest of the world to improve the 
nation’s economy. An enorinous 
part of their resources has been 
going to the military. Now the 
Russian leaders appear to want 


'to devote more of their goods 


and services to improving the 
lot of their people. 

“They appear to be avid for 
things are 
done in the outside world. They 
want to learn new techniques 
for building up their country by 
observing how we do things and 
they seem to realize that there 
must be reciprocity. They are 
beginning to realize that they 


can learn things from _ the 
West.” 

Indorses Exchanges. 
Asked if he thought the

A federal grand jury in

tained by the 56 agents in the 
| raids and in. their earlier in- 
"| vestigation would be presented 
to the jury when it convenes 
| Oct. 19. 
| “We want to pierce the veil 
and find the actual owners of 

those machines,” Oxtoby said. 

“We suspect that in many cases 
' the actual owners is some gam- 
bling combine.” 

Fifty-one pinball and four 
slot machines were seized in the 
raids in 11 communities. None 
of them had the federal occupa- 
tional tax stamp attached as re- 
quired for coin-operated gam- 
bling devices. Agents reported 
that operators of the cafes, tav- 
erns and pool halls which had 
the pinball machines paid off 
over the counter at the rate of 
5 cents for every free game 
showing on the machine. 

Oxtoby said there is reason 
to believe that some of the pin- 
| ball machines seized in St. Clair 
‘county are controlled by gam- 
blers. He refused to elaborate. 

“If the jury finds that gam- 
_Blers are the true owners,” he 
added, “we will try to find out 
if there is some conspiracy be- 
tween them and the operators 
of the places from which they 
were taken. Also, we will ate 
tempt to determine whether 
gamblers advised  proprictors 
| how to evade the Government 
tax. We want a clear picture 
| of the entire situation.” 

Owners of the machines will 
be charged with failure to apply

classes. 

Several times yesterday the 
defense was blocked in attempts 
to show that. senior officers in 
the prison camp did not exhibit 
the leadership they should have. 

Alley is accused of giving the 
Communists information, urging 
the others to do so and of co- 
operating in enemy propaganda 
_ programs. 

Lt. Col. John N. McLeughlin, 
a Marine, said Alley “expressed 
some acceptance of socialistic 
political beliefs” and that he 
advocated them even before he 
was captured. 

McLeughlin said he didn’t re- 
call Alley making statements 
detrimental to the United States 
other than in reading material 
furnished by the Chinese at re-

‘Dwindling Consumer Demand.’ 


The article says, “militariza- 
tion of the national economy in 
a capitalist country temporarily 
has stimulated the growth of 
war production as well as af- 
filiated industries, but at the 
same time increased the im- 
poverishment of the working 
people. This has still further 
amplified the disparity because 
of increased production facili- 
ties and dwindling consumer 
demand.” 


The main reason why Amer- 
ica has staved off a depression 
this long, says the article, is 
that war production was con- 
tinued at an extremely high 
level during the post-war pe- 
riod. But the United States has 
been forced to concentrate to 
some degree on heavy industry 
because it has been in the proc- 
ess of transition from war to a 
semi-peacetime economy. 


In the period when war fac- 
tories were being converted to 
plants producing consumer 
goods, much economic effort 
went into the new installation 
of machine tools. This cut 
down on the volume of auto- 
'mobiles, dishwashers and other 
peacetime products that actual- 
ly could be produced, the Rus- 
sians say. 

Goods Sold Abroad. 


Finally, if the early post-war 
period American capitalists 
were able to exploit both United 
' States allies and United States 
enemies. Thus, the Soviet econ- 
omist argues, America was able 
‘to sell large quantities of goods 
to Japan and Germany as well 
as to France. 


But now, the article con- 
tinues, these nations are recov- 
ered to the point where they 
not only don't offer good eco- 
‘nomic markets for the United 
States goods, but where they 
are actually competitors to cap- 
italist America. 


“All these countries are be- 
ginning to buy less and less 
from the United States and sell 
more and more themselves 
abroad.” Bechin said. “So not 
only have home markets in the 
capitalist countries become glut- 
ted, but foreign markets as 
well.” 


| Deprived of Socialist Areas. 


The reason the depression 
will be more acute than any- 
thing yet known, in Soviet opin- | 
ion, is due to the fact that the 
capitalists will be deprived of | 

_ the areas taken over by the So- 
cialist world. Such countries 
as China will no ionger, for in- 
stance, be a market which the 
United States can exploit, the 
article argues. 

“It is quite possible that this 
world economic crisis will be-

“Then it is mailed to the 
| United States)’ Cooley said, 

“giving some people the impres- 
sion that it was printed in 
| countries friendly to the Unit- 
| ed States.” 

Cooley estimated also about 
45,000 magazines, pamphiets 
and newspapers carrying Com- 
munist propaganda were mailed 
into the Chicago office each 
month. 

He said these pieces went 
mostly to individuals, colleges 
and newspaper editors in north- 
ern Illinois and Indiana, Ne- 
braska and lowa.

LMOST before I knew it, my first term in the 
Senate was coming to a close. The years since 
1935 had been the busiest and the happiest of 
my life, and I decided early in 1940 that I would 
make a fight for renomination in the August primary 
and for re-election in the November general elections. 
My desire to retain my seat in the Senate for 
another six years was based on some specific reason- 
ing. I had worked hard. I had worked very hard. I 
felt that I had made a good record in the Senate, 
and I believe that I had won the respect of that body. 
I had been attacked and vilified by the metropolitan 


press in the State of Missouri, and this put me in 
a fighting mood. 


The President had offered, in a round-about way, to 
put me on the Interstate Commerce Commission. I sent him 
word, however, that if I received only one vote, I intended 
to make the fight for vindication and re-election to the 


Senate. The President really was encouraging Stark, my 
opponent. 


Prospect Not Inviting; Advised Not to Run. 

At a meeting I called in St. Louis, my friends were 
unanimous in advising me not to run. Politically, the situa- 
tion that confronted me in my home state was not an inviting 
one. In the first place, Tom Pendergast has been sent to 
prison in connection with an income tax fraud investigation, 
and the Jackson County organization which had supported 
me in the 1934 campaign had fallen into discredit as a result. 
Secondly, I was faced with the united opposition of the 
metropolitan newspapers in Missouri. Most of them had 
objected to my stand on New Deal measures designed to 
achieve a higher standard of living for the people. Republican 
for the most part, these newspapers naturally disapproved 
of the investigations in which I had participated and which 
shed so much light on the wrongdoings of special interest 
groups. The St. Louis Post-Dispatch was the one great 
metropolitan daily which approved the investigations and 
their results, but even it disapproved of me because of my 
Democratic background in western Missouri. 
| I realized that attempts would be made to link my name 
with the misdeeds and misfortunes of Pendergast and to 
make it appear that I was the product of a corrupt political 
machine. This did not bother me personally, because I had 
an unblemished record to point+to. But I did not discount 
the influence that such propaganda might have. 

In addition to all this I lacked an organization, and I 
had no money to put into an expensive statewide campaign. 
I had made many loyal friends in Washington who would 
have gladly offered their support, but most of them had 
campaigns of their own to worry about. While I felt that 
I could count on the indorsement of the New Deal leaders, 
I knew that I would be entirely on my own in getting my 
campaign underway out in Missouri. 


Two Formidable Opponents in the Field. 


When I made this trip to St. Louis in the spring to 
discuss plans for my renomination with a group of friends 
and party leaders, I saw that my opposition was formidable 
indeed. Two men had already announced their intentions 
to unseat me in the fall—Governor Lloyd C. Stark and Dis-

for renomination by all Missourians who were interested in 
honesty and efficiency in government. 

I was aware that the only way to win the renomination 
was to go to the people with my record and my platform. 
I went into seventy-five counties during the hot months of 
July and August, speaking day and night and meeting hun- 
dreds of thousands of voters in the cities, towns and villages. 

I always made it my business to speak plainly and 
directly to the people without indulging in high-powered 
oratory. The truth, I felt, is what voters need more than 
anything else, and when they have that, they can vote 
intelligently. When they cannot get the facts from other 
sources, an honest candidate is obligated to go out and give 
it to them in person. 


As the final weeks of campaigning rolled by, it was 
obvious that the race for junior Senator from Missouri had 
narrowed down to Governor Stark and myself. . Milligan 
remained in the race, but his following was small. Stark 
had started with a comfortable lead, but more and more of 
the people rallied to me. We were running about even 
when the time for voting came around. 

In the final days of the campaign, my chances were 
given an impetus when Senator Bennett Clark announced his 
support and made some speeches in my behalf. And the 
biggest break was when Bob Hannegan, who had been work- 
ing for Stark, sensed that he was backing the wrong man and 
switched his support to me. He was a tremendots political 
influence in St. Louis, and I was able to carry that part of 
the state in the primary election.

Now for a Charter 


Back from summer vacation, the Board of 
Aldermen has before it a new bill for a revised 
city charter. Submitted by Mayor Tucker, the 
proposed ordinance calls for the election on next 
March 6 of a board of freeholders which would 
have a year in which to prepare recommenda- 
tions for a brand new charter or extensive revi- 
sions of the one adopted in 1914. 

With the municipal rehabilitation bond issue 
approved and with contracts for a number of its 
projects already signed, charter reform is the 
next essential objective in the revitalization of 
St. Louis. 

A new charter—or far-reaching revision ‘of the 
ofd one—is needed chiefly because Missouri law 
permits St. Louis to undertake only activities 
authorized by its charter, and the freeholders of 
40 years ago did not foresee all of the city's 
present needs. To accomplish anything not spe- 
cifically authorized by charter, the city must 
seek permissive legislation from the Legislature, 

That has proved to be uncertain and frustrat- 
ing. To prove this point it is necessary only to 
recall the disproportionate difficulties St. Louis 
has encountered in the continuation of the earn- 
ings tax, or to remember that even now the city 
does not have adequate authority to build and 
operate off-street parking facilities, though such 
power has been granted to cities of less than 
700,000 population. Matters like this are of pure- 
ly local concern, and St. Louis should have home 
rule broad enough to cope with them expediti- 
ously. By charter revision, it can give itself the 
necessary authority. 

Other overdue reforms also can be accom- 
plished by charter reform. Outstanding among 
these is the curtailment of the so-called “state 
offices,” such as that of sheriff, Which the city 
is compelled to support financially, but over 
which it has no effective control. 

Not only have these been expanded beyond 
need, but they have continued to be sources of 
patronage and political jobs while, virtually all 
city employment has long been on a civil service 
basis. Thus they enable their incumbents to ex- 
ercise an entirely disproportionate and unhealthy 
influence on local politics. 

This very influence has been perhaps the most 
serious barrier to charter reform. When a new 
charter was submitted to the voters in 1950, it 
was the political organization centered around 
the sheriff's office which worked most actively 
for its rejection. More recently the Aldermen 
themselves have been the obstructionists. First 
they kept the proposal bottled up in committee. 
Finally they called for a charter election on last 
June 21 when it would have thoroughly confused 
the bond issue campaign. Following a clear poli- 
cy of one major advance at a time, Mayor Tucker 
vetoed that aldermanic scheme. 

Now, however, the Mayor is calling for a 
charter election under conditions in which it 
would not be so easy to confuse the voters. He 
has, of course, always been a strong advocate 
of a new charter. He presided over the freehold- 
rs who worked so hard on the 1950 draft, and It 
has never been a secret that he hopes for a new 
charter as the greatest accomplishment of his 
administration. Better than almost anybody else, 
he knows how badly St. Louis needs this reform. 

In this aspiration, Mayor Tucker deserves the 
full support of the whole community, not so 
much for his gratification as for the community's 
betterment. If the people of St. Louis give 
thought to their need for greater home rule, op- 
position to charter reform should become politi- 
cal suicide. 

So it is to be hoped that individuals and 
groups most keenly aware of this need will do 
everything they can to spread their alertness to 
all the city’s voters. In this non-partisan effort, 
they can count on the Mayor's strong leadership. 
With him, they can make it abundantly clear 
that charter reform just as much as slum clear- 
ance is for St. Louis a question of progress 
or decay. 
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To Mend an Argument 

Gradually the idea is taking hold that the 
American position on disarmament is not as 
strong ahd not as easily explained to the world 
as it could be 

Roscoe Drummond writes from Washington 
that Soviet propagandists are effectively exploit- 
ing “the hole in our line of argument.” Two 
atomic scientists in a letter under the cartoon on 
this page express the fear that our Government 
by implication is rescinding commitments to dis- 
armament proposals it made as recently as this 
spring. 

The “hole in our line of argument” is that 
while American representatives advocate Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's aerial inspection plan as a 
preliminary to disarmament, they have not made 
equally clear that we do still favor disarmament. 

Having agreed ‘on paper) to percentage re- 
ductions in armaments as formerly urged by the 
Western powers, the Russians are able to claim 
that they favor actual arms cuts, but that the 
United States is now evading that issue. 

The reason given for “reserving” our position 
is that no way has been found of making sure 
that any inspection system would discover hid- 
den atomic weapons, This ought not to rule out, 
however, a publicly expressed willingness to ac- 
cept arms limitation if and when such an inspec- 
tion system is developed. Nor should it rule out 
strong leadership—what the atomic scientists call 
a “crash program”—for a scientific solution of 
the inspection problem. 

A great deal of energy and technical skill Is 
now being invested, on both sides of the iron 
curtain, in the race for the intercontinental bal- 
listics missile. Surely a comparable investment 
in tackling the key problem of disarmament is 
worth risking. 
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The Workaday World of the FTC 

The Federal Trade Commission is one of the 
most important federal agencies to the average 
citizen, and ought to toot its own horn more 
often and more loudly. Lately, the FTC has be- 
gun to make more thorough and, it seems, proud- 
er reports of what it is doing. 

Just a few days ago the commission announced 
a new advertising code for cigarette manufac- 
turers, withthe warning that tife FTC would en- 
force this code diligently. The code bars claims 
about the effect of cigarettes on the nose, throat, 
lungs or general health. It bans claims about 
medical approval, and limits testimonials to 
those in which the advertiser can show that the 
baseball star or famous actor who says he enjoys 
Puff More cigarettes actually smokes Puff Mores. 

This would be a refreshing approach to such 
advertising, or any advertising, if it is either 
pursued or enforced as the FTC promises. 

Another late commission report tells of actual 
enforcement activities during the one month of 
August. More than 30 firms “had their knuckles 
whacked,” FTC says, “when they reached too 
eagerly for the consumer's dollar-ninety-eight.” 

Thus a manufacturer of suntan cream was 


_ stopped from telling customers the stuff would 


absolutely prevent sunburp even with {air- 
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skinned persons. A perfume manufacturer had 
to halt references to “imported from France” 
when the FTC could not locate any Paris branch 
of the firm, as claimed, and found only “the 
faintest sniff of foreign ingredients.” A New 
York hosiery company was unable to locate the 
“academy” that made its product “acad 
award” hosiery, and had to eliminate the oN 
ence. And so on. | 

The workaday world of the FTC puts it square- 
ly between false and misleading advertising and 
the consuming public, gullible or otherwise. It 
protects both health and pocketbook. That is why 
the public should keep as close an eye as possi- 
ble on the fate of this and similar regulatory 
agencies in Washington. 
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Turbulence .and a Mountain Peak 

What caused the worst accident in, the history 
of American civil aviation may never be known 
but it does appear that turbulence and the 
possibility the pilot was off course were major 
factors. 
coach, with 66 persons aboard, ran into 12,000- 
foot Medicine Bow peak, the weather was re- 
ported clear but with high winds creating danger- 
ous turbulence around the mountain. 

There have been several accidents of this type 
in the United States in which veteran pilots flew 
into mountains in completely clear weather. The 
cause, usually, never was definitely determined. 
But last March the Air Force and the Navy com- 
pleted four years of research into this type of ac- 
cident. Some of it was carried out in specially- 
instrumented craft flying about the mountains 
at considerable risk to the pilots. : 

It was found that any mountain range can pro- 
duce powerful and dangerous air currents. Some 
of the currents flowed up, some down and others 
circled like a giant ferris wheel. It was found 
they can cause a barometric altimeter to register 
inaccurate altitudes and they also can toss and 
pound a plane out of control. 

The research has resulted in the advice that 
pilots never fly through “mountain waves” under 
any circumstances—always keep as far away 
from mountain turbulence as possible. Since 
the weather in the Medicine Bow area was re- 
ported dangerously turbulent it may well be that 
the heavily loaded DC-4 was caught by it and 
slammed into the mountain. 

Highly pertinent is the question of whether the 
Wyoming State Aeronautics Commissioner is 
correct when he answe he air line contention 
that the plane was on course with the charge 
that it was 20 miles off course. The Civil Aero- 
nautics Board should be able to resolve this 
question quickly. 
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Kansas City Cuts Its Crime Rate 

Kansas City’s ‘two-year experiment with the 
use of one-man police patrol cars has produced 
results so amazing that the St. Louis Police 
Board surely should examine it in detail, with 
an open mind. 

The Kansas City experience was reported by 
Chief Bernard C. Brannon in a talk to the 
International Association of Police Chiefs, an 
it probably made the eyes of. some of the old- 
timers pop. The nub of that experience is that 
while the national crime rate rose 22.6 -per cent, 
Kansas City was enjoying a 20.5 per cent de- 
crease. Statistics can be tricky, of course, but 
Chief Brannon says flatly that one of the most 
important reasons for the declining rate is the 
institution of the one-man patrol. 

What Kansas City did was to put two one- 
man patrol cars in each patrol area, instead of 
two men in one car, as is the practice in St. 
Louis. Thus Kansas City had the same number 
of officers on patrol but in twice as many cars. 

Many high-ranking police officers in St. Louis 
and elsewhere hold to the opinion that the one- 
man operation is unsafe. Kansas City has found 
that this is not so provided the individual offi- 
cer is trained in the new technique and enjoys 
two-way radio communication. No officer fatali- 
ties have been attributed to one-man operations 
in Kansas City, nor have incidents of resisting 
arrest increased. 

On the positive side, time in answering calls 
for police service has been cut by a third, there 
are more arrests, more checks of buildings, 
stricter traffic enforcement and, most important, 
a substantial decrease in the crime rate 

The one-man operation in Kansas City fs not 
an economy measure. In fact, it is slightly more 
expensive because it requires additional equip- 
ment and maintenance. But since it permits the 
department to make more efficient use of its 
men it gives-the citizen much more police pro- 
tection for his tax dollar, and that is a gain that 
is hardly to be discounted. 
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Harvard's Team Leads Them All 

Rarely do we give much thought to Harvard's 
football activities since they are ‘so largely pri- 
vate matters of concern chiefly in Cambridge, 
Mass., and New Haven, Conn.

Permission had been obtained from the trial 
judge, Delmas C. Hill, and the chief judge of 
the Tenth Judicial Circuit, Orrie L. Phillips of 
Denver, as well as of all lawyers connected with 
the cases, including the United States District 
Attorney. It was also agreed that use of the re- 
cordings would be under control of the judges 
and that the names of those involved in the civil 
litigation would not be disclosed.

At Geneva the Big Four chiefs of 
state agreed to “work together to de- 
velop an acceptable system for dis- 
armament.” Earlier, President Eisen- 
hower had expressed preference for dis- 
armament as a route to security, since 
it would ease universal fears of war and 
lift the costly arms burden. But recent 
developments indicate a rescinding of 
United States commitments to disar- 
mament proposals indorsed as fecently 
as this spring. 

Our nation is now faced with an ur- 


, gent challengé to help find an effective 


solution to the disarmament problem; 
for in five to 10 years this problem will 
probably be rendered far more difficult 
by perfection of intercontinental rock- 
ets, growth of superbomb stockpiles and 
entry of other nations into the nuclear 
weapons race. 

It is not widely recognized that ex- 
traordinary agreement was achieved 
this spring by the five members of the 
U.N. Disarmament Commission subcom- 
mittee—Canada, France, the U.S.S.R., 
Britain and the United States. 

The five concurred on proposals for 
the extent of reductions in conventiopal 
forces, the stage at which production 
of nuclear weapons should halt, and 
the elimination of nuclear weapons 
sometime near the completion of pro- 
posed reductions in conventional arms. 
Differences were concerned mainly with 
inspection proposals. 


U.S. Has Its ‘Reservations’ 


Early last month, in the U.N. subcom- 
mittee, the United States spokesman, 
Mr. Stassen, announced that our Gov- 
ernment was placing “reservations” 
against all previous disarmament pro- 
posals; for, as he noted, physical diffi- 
culties inherent in the problem have 
thus far hindered development of a re- 
liable inspection system. 

Although Mr. Stassen’s emphasis on 
the central importance of inspection 
was proper, he might better have used 
the oecasion to reaffirms United States 
support for the body of disarmament 
proposals already unanimously approved 
this spring, and to observe that the in- 
spection problem is now virtually the 
only bar to implementation. 


At about the same time, Air Force 
Secretary Quarles indicated in a speech 
that the United States sees its security 
not in inspected disarmament but rather 
in overwhelming air-atomic power cou- 
pled with mutual inspection to prevent 
surprise attacks. 

Mr. Stassen had urged, further, that 
the U.N..subcommittee give primary 
attention to methods of inspecting for 
means of delivery of nuclear weapons, 
as an aid in developing an “alarm” 
system of mutual inspection. 

There is obvious merit in an alarm 
system which could give early warning 
of buildups of forcés intended for sur- 
prise aggression. But more likely than 
a surprise nuclear attack on a major 
power is the danger of expansion of a 
small war by the surprise intfoduction 
of nuclear weapons. Preparations for 
the latter event might be far more dif- 
ficult to detect than preparations for 
launching surprise aggression. 


The Danger in Small Wars 


Controlled nuclear disarmament, as 
an ultimate step ih a general arms lim- 
itation program, would certainly be 
stperior to a mere alarm system in pre- 
venting the horror of H-bomb war.

The chief technical obstacles to in- 

spected nuclear are: 
4. Many nuclear have pre- 


sumably already been manufactured by 
both the United States and the U.S.S.R. 
Since there is no good method for de- 
tecting concealed nuclear weapons, a 
significant fraction of a country’s 
bombs might remain undiscovered. 

2. Peaceful atomic energy establish- 


ments are readily convertible into weap- 
ons factories. From these considera- 
tions stems the conclusion that control 


of means of delivery is the key to nu- 
clear disarmament. 

At present, means of delivery on a 
large scale over long distances are prac- 
tically limited to piloted aircraft. Con- 
sequently, inspected disarmament at the 
level of strategic bomber forces would 
probably constitute effective enforce- 
ment of nuclear disarmament—at least 
with respect to wars among major pow- 
ers, where a decisive nuclear attack 
would require many bombs. 

Meanwhile, perfection of anti-aircraft 
defense and development of practical 
long-range pilotless missiles proceed 
apace. In five to 10 years a nuclear 
warfaring nation may be able to, and 
may have to, rely on intercontinental 
rockets to penetrate enemy defenses. 


Way to Prevent Missile W eapons 
Such missiles would take off and 


descend almost vertically; their great 
momentum would render them almost 


immune to interference. They would 
involve no delicate and vulnerable 
“guidance” equipment. And, most sig- 


nificant, no airfields or runways would 
be required; each missile could be 
launched by remote control from a 
hole in the ground in which it pre- 
viously lay hidden. 

Once “planted” at dispersed sites, 
such weapons would present an impos- 
sible problem for direct inspection. But 


if inspected disarmament can be insti- 
tuted soon enough, no intercontinental 
ballistic missiles need ever be manu- 
factured. 

To grasp this fleeting opportunity, 
President Eisenhower should 


l. Reaffirm dedication to solving the 
disarmament problem and United States 
commitments to agreements achieved 
after years of hard work in the U.N. 
Disarmament Commission subcommit- 
tee srecent pronouncements have even 
cast doubt on the status of the Pres- 
ident’s “combination” offer—to accept 
the Soviet disarmament proposals if 
combined with his plan for exchange of 
blueprints and aerial inspection): 

2. Call for a “crash program” for so- 
lution of the disarmament inspection 
problem by an international panel of 
technical experts working co-operative- 
ly at the U.N. level (the pace of cur- 
rent proceedings in the subcommittee 
is dangerously slow). 


Conditions That Need Changing 


If these steps are taken, there {1s 
reason for hope that the inspection 
problem can be solved. Thus, a small 
force of inspectoms at key industrial 
centers could ascertain whether pro- 
duction levels are in keeping with dis- 
armament agreements. The interde- 
pendence of areas in a large industrial 
economy means that a sharp change in 
output at one hidden point is percep- 
tible at any of several accessible points. 

As the President observed at Geneva, 
“The problems that concern us are not 
inherently insoluble. . . . They seem 
insoluble under conditions of fear, dis- 
trust, and even hostility, where every 
move is weighed in terms of whether 
it will help or weaken a potential ene- 
my. If those conditions can be changed, 
then much can be done.”

Between Book Ends 


The French Navy Goes Under 
2000 FATHOMS DOWN, by Georges Hovot and 

Pierre Wilim. (Dutton, (92 pgs. 34 

Whatever else may be said of the 
French navy, it is foremost in the field 
of undersea exploration. Commander 
Houot and Lieutenant Willm made the 
deepest underwater descent ever 
achieved by man—13,287 feet—and 
this is their record of the journey in 
the bathyscaphe -FNRS 3 and the com- 
plicated preparations for it. 

The bathyscaphe, unlike devices pre- 
viously used by such delvers as Beebe 
and Piccard, is actually a small sub- 
marine with a bathysphere in the cen- 
ter of the keel. To offset its tremen- 
dous weight, 20,000 gallons of gasoline 
are used in the buoyancy tanks in the 
hull, The bathyscaphe also carries lead 
shot ballast which can be released, as 
desired, by an electromagnetic device. 

We shall be hearing more about un- 
dersea exploration as time goes on. The 
Mediterranean will give up a treasure 
of priceless an- 
ciques, but as Com- 
mander Houot 
points out, such sal- 
vage is of minor 
significance by con- 
trast with the vast 
untapped mineral 
and chemical riches 
of the ocean floor 
itself which, Houot 


also mentions, may 
in time even assist 
in providing a solu- 
tion for the prob- 


lem of inexpensive- 
ly feeding the in- 
creasing and multi- 
plying population of terra firma. 

We probably should refrain from 
commenting that nothing is ever lost in 
ye ocean. Though you (or some fish) 
may expire at most any level and 
though you may be devoured as you 
descend the blue depths, in some form 
or other you eventually reach bottom, 
and by now the bottom is really rich. 

The authors have devoted themselves 
mainly to scientific aspects and this 
book will not have the popular appeal 
of an earlier work on skin diving by 
their colleague, J. Y. Cousteau, but as 
a blueprint for future undersea explo- 
ration its importance cannot be—well, 
I mean, man, it’s important’

Texans Won't Be Satisfied 
LONE STAR LAND. by Frank Goodwyn (Alfred 
A. Knopf, 362 pgs., $5.) 


The subtitle of this attempt to study, 
analyze and tell the truth about the 
mysterious state of Texas is “Twentieth 
Century Texas in Perspective.” Putting 
Texas in its proper focus is a game at 
which many hands have played in re- 
cent years, particularly various maga- 
zine writers and novelists, and no one 
has been quite satisfied with the results. 
Texas is so big, so varied, so open to 
conflicting interpretations, that what ap- 
pears to be the genuine dope to one per- 
son is nonsense to another.

Five-Year Write-offs. 


We have just had some new 
light shed upon a long-existing 
tax situation that favors big 
industrial and business taxpay- 
erts. It seems advisable to re- 
port these developments as we 
move toward another -session 
of Congress so we are not 
fooled about what goes on there 
—even if we dont seem to be 
able to do anything about it. 

This particular tax-saving 
gadget is not new. As a matter 
of fact, it began back in World 
War II during the Roosevelt 
Administration and was revived 
for the Korean war in the Tru- 
man Administration, 

In order to expand produc- 
tion for war, industries were 
permitted by a Government- 
granted certificate to write off 
in five years for income tax 
purposes the cost of new “de- 
fense” facilities, instead of 
amdrtizing them over their use- 
ful life, which is the usual prac- 
tice 

This amounted to a tax cut 
and an interest-free loan, from 
the United States Treasury.

Huston Smith Says Medium 
Is Failing to Appeal 
to Many.

Huston C. Smith, associate 
professor of philosophy at 
Washington University in St. 
Louis, said he was not optimis-

Addressing a session of the 
thirty-eighth annual meeting of 
the American Council on Edu- 
cation here, Smith declared, 
“Educational television is slip- 
ping into a self-image, the sum 
and substance of which is ‘tele- 
vised education’ which has an 
appeal to only a small group 


comprising those who already 
want to learn.” 
For the much larger group 


of persons television programs 
should reach, Smith said the 
stations should present current 
events analyses, “soapbox” pro- 
grams, panel discussions and 
other problems of genar | in- 
terest which commercial sta- 
tions do not produce 

Smith. who conducted a com- 
parative religious course over 
Educational Television . Station 
KETC in St. Louis, asserted ed- 
ucational television stations, 
which would present programs 
appealing to sufficiently large 
audiences, could not be ade- 
quately financed by unmversities. 

“The alternative,” Smith 
said, “is financial support from 
the total community. Members 
of the supporting community, 
however. must receive a fair 
return for their support—they 
must be attracted to varied 
educational programs. They 
will not be attracted by sys- 
tematic unfoldings of giving 
bodies of knowledge.” 

Smith testimated that at least 
100,000 persons watched his 
comparative religions 
over St. Louis's educational

NEW YORK, Oct. 7. 


N THE beginning the race 

was run at Sheepshead Bay 

and then for three years it 
visited Saratoga, where only 
one winner of the Hopeful 
Stakes, Novelty, also won the 
Futurity. Moving around as 
it did, America’s most hon- 
ored race for two-year-olds 
never was officially called 
the Belmont Futurity, which 
probably is just as/ well. 
Otherwise, when it is run for 
the sixty-sixth time tomor- 
row the name would have to 
be changed to the Greater 
New York Association Inc. 
Futurity. 


While everybody was pre- 
occupied with the world se- 
ries, a boarding party headed 
by John W. Hanes took com- 
mand of New York racing, 
and now there is no longer 
any Westchester Racing Asso- 
ciation or Queens County 
Jockey Club or Metropolitan 
Jockey Club or Saratoga Asso- 
ciation. Now Belmont, Aque- 
duct, Jamaica and Saratoga 
are all part of the one bright 
world of tomorrow. 


The Futurity will be the 
second stakes presented by 
the new landlords — yester- 
day’s Lawrence Realization 
was the first—and the chances 
are that approximately one 
minute and 16 seconds after 
the start, a tentative favorite 
will be established for next 
May’s Kentucky Derby. Such 
is the renown this race en- 
joys, in spite of the tradition 
that Futurity winners do not 
win the Derby. 

That is, they almost never 
do, although Citation did 
bring off victory in both 
events. In this respect he 
stands alone, unmatched by 
such mighty ones as Native 
Dancer, Nashua, Tom Fool, 
Bimelech, Man O’ War, un- 
beaten Colin and even the 
immortal Domino, all of 
which “won the Futurity but 
did not gather roses at 
Churchill Downs. 


Fat, Round Dollars. 


ENTION of Domino 
M brings us back to 1893 

when the sixth Futurity 
was run. The record books 
show that Domino won it 
under 130 pounds, giving 15 
pounds to the second horse, 
Galilee. What the cold re- 
ports don’t show is that a 
blanket had to be hung over 
Domino’s head in the pad- 
dock so he wouldn’t know he 
was being mounted by Fred 
Taral, the terrible whip rider 
whom the colt hated and 
feared to the point of mad- 
ness. 


Even in that day many round, 
firm, fully packed dollars 
went to the winner of the 
Futurity. Domino’s victory 
was worth $48,855 net, and 
three years earlier Potomac 
picked up $67,675. 


What makes the swag so 
lush, of course, is the fact 
that starters must be nomin- 
ated before they are born, 
and must be kept eligible by 
subsequent payments right 
up to the day of the race, 
when the owners fork over a 
final $1000 to send their 
horses to the post.

FOREIGN MADE CLOTHES GET U. S. EYE

NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (AP). 

ERCHANTS are enjoying a very pleasant autumn. Store 

sales ride high above the year-ago level. Chains and mail 

order houses report booming business in September. Shoe 
sale volume is up. And diamond merchants say their sales are 
setting a new record. 

But the textile and garment industries— 
which should be happy about this—have found 
something else to worry about. The free- 
spending American consumer appears very 
tempting to manufacturers and designers over- 
seas. And they are moving in fast. 

ITALIAN, FRENCH AND ENGLISH gar- 
ment makers are invading the American mar- 
ket with clothing for men as well as women. 
A large New York department store has one 
section filled with imported clothes for chil- 
dren—everything from, Scottish kilts to Jap- 
anese kimonos. German, Belgian, Malian, French, English 
garments for boys and girls have flooded in during recent weeks. 
Merchants find American parents ready to shell out considerable 
cash for dressing up their children.

The American Cotton Manufacturers Institute says Japanese 
fabric sales to United States buyers in August totaled 52,000,000 
yards, This topped total sales for all of 1954 of 48,000,000 
yards. The August purchases are beginning to arrive now. The 
institute estimates that total cotton cloth imports from Japan 
this year will reach 75,750,000 yards. 

JAPANESE COTTON WEARING APPAREL has had an 
even greater sales increase in the United States. Last year 
Americans imported $877,525 worth of these garments made in 
Japan. This year, according to the institute, the import value 
will rise to $9,123,328—based on extension of the January to 
July figures, and taking into account an expected rise in imports 
this fall, since the tariff was cut in September. 

The National Association of Shirt, Pajama and Sportswear 
Manufacturers says there is a 10 per cent increase this year in 
the amount of cotton shirts and blouses imported from Japan. 
In the first nine months of the year 1,694,000 dozen came in. 
The association thinks the year's total will reach 2.250.000 dozen. 


AMERICAN SHIRT MANUFACTURERS naturally worry | 


about this competition. But they also report production gains 
over last year. The association says production of business shirts 
in August was up 8 per cent over a year ego, and sport shirts

Makers of women's also fear competition 
from the Japanese.

WHEN PEOPLE feel abused because other people do 
not stop in their tracks to notice how clever they are, how 
handsome, how altogether important, they fall into the 
black mood we call sulking. The only cure I know for them 
is to set them to work at something they can do very well 
and so win worth-while approval and notice. 

Approval and acceptance by others is necessary to 
sound mental health, so we should be careful to see that 
all children get their full share. When a very young child 
withdraws and sulks because he feels slighted, we always 


can help him by giving him a place in the center. When~ 


an adolescent does this, we must study his background to 
discover the cause and remove it. He must not be allowed 
to form a habit of withdrawing and sulking and feeling 
abused. It is an indication of a feeling of inadequacy, some- 
thing, too, of self-conceit, something also of a desire to 
punish those who neglected to attend to him.

PARENTS AND TEACHERS have to be careful not to 
fee] abused in their turn when ,a child behaves this way, 
and must understand that this demonstration is a plea for 
help, no punishment and more disapproval. 

This child can be shown what he is doing to himself 
and ‘led out of the black mood he is falling into.

Renard Facilities to Provide a Big Step Forward in Treatment

ties and the efforts of doctors 
to heal the mentally ill and 
“return them to society. It is 
below the national average in 
its facilities for the care, treat- 
ment and prevention of mental 
disorders. 

Dedication of Renard Hos- 
pital, psychiatric unit of Wash- 
ington University, in conjunc- 
tien with a two-day scientific 
program next Monday and 
Tuesday, will do much to raise 
the state’s standing, said Dr. 
Edwin F. Gildea, who with Dr. 
Frank Bradley, director of 
Barnes Hospital, will head the 
hospital’s staff. Dr. Gildea is 
head of the department of 
neuropsychiatry at Washington 
University and psychiatrist-in- 
chief at Renard. 

“We desperately need new 
facilities such as this to care 
for the mentally ill,” Dr. Gil- 
dea said. “Right now, the State 
of Missouri ranks below the 
middle of the national average, 
with only the most primitive 
form of custodial care provided 
for more than 90 per cent of 
the people with nervous and 
mental disorders. In one of the 
state hospitals, there is only 
one physician for more than 
13L0 patients, and in some oth- 
er institutions there are few 
trained nurses and little super- 
= =< auerenes attendants.

“But there is no doubt that 
considerable progress has been 
made through the neuropsychi- 
atry program at McMillan Hos- 
pital, part of the Washington 
University Medical Center, and 
at Malcolm Bliss, a city insti- 
tution. The work being done 
there will be supplemented by 
the Renard Hospital program, 
which certainly means a giant 
step in the right direction to- 
ward the control of mental and 
nervous diseases in our state.”

OCATED at 4940 Audubon 
L avenue as part of the Med- 

ical Center, the hospital con- 
tains 100 beds—only five of 
which are free—as well as re- 
search laboratories, treatment 
area and teaching and thera- 
peutic facilities. Half the funds 
were contributed by the late Mr. 
and Mrs. Wallace Renard and 
members of their family, with 
the donation matched by federal 
funds authorized under the 
Hilts-Burton Act. There are, 
however, no funds for subsidy

indigent patients. It must de- 
pend on other patients’ fees and 
university funds for mainten- 
ence of the services estimated 
at a minimum of $26 per pa- 
tient per day. 

Renard is a bright, cheerful 
institution, happily a far cry 
from the dreary custodial agen- 
cles of the past with their anti- 
septic smell and antiquated 
equipment and programs. The 
halls are light and airy, with 
cheerful splashes of color in 
chair upholstery and other fur- 
nishings providing a warm con- 
trast to the basic tone of rest- 
ful green. 

Four floors are for patients; 


the others for adiministrative . 


offices, clinical classrooms and 
research facilities. There are 
facilities for private, semi-pri- 
vate and ward patients on the 
third, fourth, fifth and sixth 
floors. 

There are no physical re- 
straints at Renard, no isolation 
rooms for long periods of se- 
clusion. Instead, the patients 
are free to enjoy the hospital 
facilities, to congregate on the 
roof deck equipped with lounge 
chairs and umbrellas, or on a 
lower floor where there are 
tables and chairs. Radio-phono- 
graphs and television sets are 
available on each patient floor 
and in one area of the ground 
floor is an extensive occupa- 
tional therapy department, in- 
cluding a model kitchen, laun- 
dry equipment, print shop, 
music room and auditorium- 
gymnasium. 

This form of therapy is essen- 
tial in caring for and curing 
the mentally ill, Dr. Gildea ex-

illness to the battle against 
tuberculosis. F years ago, 
le were afraid of tubercu- 
osis just as they are afraid of 
mental illness today. And yet, 
with research and the right 
treatment, tuberculosis has 
conquered. It’s no longer 
a ce, a assumed 
to be incurable. 

“Our trouble in this area, 
just as in the area of physical 
diseases, is to obtain early diag- 
nosis and treatment. We need 
an over-all program of mental 
health, enabling psychiatrists 
to correct faulty behavior pat- 
terns before they develop into 
tragic abnormalities. 

“But such a program costs 
money and so far the money 
hasn’t been forthcoming. The 
rich can buy treatment and 
very few of them have to enter 
institutions for the care of the 
mentally ill. The indigent are 
cared for on a charity basis at 
the other end of the scale. 

“But the man in the middle 
income group may find him- 
self mortgaging his home in 
order to meet the cost of care. 

“This is the income group 
that Mr. Renard had in mind 
when he gave the money for 
this hospital,” Dr. Gildea said. 
“So many times a person of 
modest income will get almost 
enough treatment to effect a 
complete cure, but just short of 
that, the money runs out and 
the treatments must be discon- 
tinued. That means the patient 
must go to the state institution 
which already is overcrowded. 

“If we could obtain sufficient 
money through the United 
Fund, extended Blue Cross or 
other sources, we would hope to 
allocate at least one-third of 
our hospital beds to those of 
the middle income group. Such 
subsidy could bring the cost to 
the individual down to perhaps 
$6 or so a day. The average 
length of stay is 30 days. 

“Caught early enough, even 
in the first school years through 
alert observation on the part 
of parents and teachers, mental 
difficulties usually can be 
ironed out and the patient— 
child or adult—can look for- 
ward to being healed and re- 
turned to society in a compara- 
tive brief time. 

“We have come a long way, 
but there is still much to be 
done to win the battle not only 
against mental illness itself, but 
against fear and the antiquated 
idea that nervous and mental 
disorders are always permanent. 
The truth is that a majority 
can be completely cured.”

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New Films

‘Actors Who Know Their Business 
[x NOT overly impressed with Don M. Mankiewicz 


Harper’s Prize novel, “TRIAL,” but Director Mark Robson 

and his cast have certainly brought it vividly to life in 
the film version now at LOEW’S STATE THEATER. It is 
a well-molded and vital drama, realistically 
though not powerfully presented, and car- 
ries one of the most forceful ensemble act- 
ing jobs of the year. 

Glenn Ford is the college instructor in 
criminal law who tries a sensational case, 
that of a Mexican-American high school 
boy charged with the murder of a girl 
class-mate on a beach in a California: town whose majority 
citizens don’t like Mexicans, and who finds out a lot of 
things not included in text-books before he’s through. I 
think it’s high time Mr. Ford should be recognized as one 
of the screen’s best actors. A sort of younger Spencer 
Tracy, he is an exponent of what I would ¢all dynamic 
naturalism. His emotions erupt from him with staccato 
tension, in broken sentences, as if he is holding back a 
seething volcano of violence, groping with his words to keep 
himself in control, searching for the temperate and logical 
phrase. The role is not a great one—a naive but sincere 
man who finds he has been a patsy for a smart Communist 
lawyer who uses the case to raise funds for the Communist 
party and to try to make a legal martyr for the cause. But 
he makes the man very human and real indeed. 


Arthur Kennedy, another first-class actor, plays Barney, 
the glib and plausible lawyer who uses the law instructor 
as a dupe. The cynical hardness with which he manip- 
ulates a New York mass meeting to raise funds with the 
“sea of green” gag, and with stooges leading the contribu- 
tions, is perfect. Rafael Campos as the boy is just right. 
Dorothy McGuire doesn’t have a big role as the secretary, 
but it’s done with all her usual intelligence. Juano Her- 
nandez as the Negro judge picked to try the case because 
it can be claimed he-is unprejudiced, Katy Jurado as the 
boy’s mother, Robert Middleton as a gross political hack, 
and John Hodiak as the district attorney are all good. 


Although Writer Mankiewicz doesn’t present his theme 
eloquently, his blunt message is incisive and penetrating— 
prejudice and injustice everywhere in the United States is 
welcome grist to the Communist mill. The ending has been 
altered from the book—instead of being executed, the boy 
is let off with an indeterminate reformatory sentence. This 
makes more sense, actually, than the novel—I couldn't be 
convinced that the boy would go to his death in a case 
where it was acknowledged the girl died of a heart attack 
and the evidence of attempted rape was so flimsy. 


The second feature, “TIGHT SPOT,” was adapted from 
the play, “Dead Pigeon,” which was premiered at the Em- 
press Theater here two years ago and had a brief New 
York run. Only the situation remains—a woman prison in- 
mate being guarded in a Manhattan hotel room while wait-° 
ing to testify against a rackets baron who is trying to have 
her killed. The dialogue and plot details have been com- 
pletely changed, and a much livelier comedy-melodrama 
has emerged. Ginger Rogers is quite amusing as the spunky 
prisoner, and Brian Keith as the detective lieutenant and 
Edward G. Robinson as the United States District Attorney 
are both well cast. 


Fighting Corruption 


The producers of “THE PHENIX CITY STORY” at the 
FOX have succumbed somewhat to the temptation of em- 
broidering their semi-documentary drama of vice in the 
Alabama town with extra helpings of lurid violence and 
melodrama. They have not been content 
to tell unadorned tHe story of how Albert 
(Pat) Patterson consented to run for at- 
torney general of Alabama to stamp out 
vice and crooked political conditions in the 
town, and was murdered after he won the 
Democratic nomination, tantamount to 
election. For instance, such things as a 
slam-bang fight that Patterson's son John has in a gambling 
joint with a house thug, the bestial murder of a little Negro 
girl merely as a warning to the reformers, and the murder 
of a young lady witness to the plotting against Patterson's

life, with John Patterson capturing the three murderers 
after a bloody fistic battle, appear to be contrived and pure- 
ly fictitious to add to the shock and excitement of the film, 


and of course to its box-office potentialities. 


But even if they did exceed the limits of dramatic 
license while purporting a documentary, factual account of 
the situation. Writers Crane Wilbur and Dan Mainwaring 
and Director Phil Karlson have come up with a powerful 
film which makes a forceful point—that determined cit- 
izens can overcome indifference, cynicism, and fear to 
arouse the public to throw out evil forces which have cap- 
tured their city and run it for the benefit of the vice lords. 

Phenix City itself was used as the locale. The camera 
incisively captures the sordid atmosphere of the vice section. 
It gives us glimpses of drunken soldiers and wheedling pros- 
titues in the shadows of the streets, a typical sleazy gam- 
bling joint, the cold-faced sluggers, a corrupted police, ab- 
ject acceptance or fear on the faces of townspeople wit- 
nessing a slugging attack. It switches then to the resi- 
dential district and shows how a small group of courageous 
citizens are trying to do something about conditions that 


have prevailed in the town a hundred years. 

Its. credibility and conviction stems from its graphic 
characterizations. John McIntire makes Albert Patterson 
seem very real—a tired, plain man, weary of continued 


defeat in the fight for reform, skeptical of the use of bat- 
tering his head against a stone wall, who is finally angered 
into re-entering the battle. Edward Andrews is another 
vital figure as a folksy vice lord, who emerges from his 
gambling joint to pass amiable chatter with other people 
in the town and drops orders for beatings and killings with 
a faint air of regret. Richard Kiley as John Patterson is 
taut and hot-headed, perhaps too much so for accuracy in 
the character he is portraying, but emotionally compelling. 
Lenka Peterson, who used to act at the Community Play- 
house here. gives a strong performance as John’s wife, who 
overcomes her terror to stick with him in the fight. 


Fernandel on the Loose 


The comic genius of the French star, Fernandel, gets 
full play in “THE SHEEP HAS FIVE LEGS,” a comedy with 
English sub-titles at the SHADY OAK. He plays no less 
than six roles—a crotchety, explosive old vintner who has 
sired five sons, quintuplets, 40 years be- 
fore, and the sons themselves, who are 
sought by they godfather near and far to 
return to their native village for a civic 
celebration. 

All of Fernandel’s characterizations 
are superb, from mincing, elegant pro- 
prietor of a fashionable Parisian beauty 
salon, to crusty, dissolute freighter captain.

They're No Longer to Be Poured Into a Mold—the Two Fundamentals of Sex Education

teen-agers to be concerned 

about sex delinquency just as 
it is natural for parents of 7- 
year-olds to be concerned about 
crossing streets. There is dan- 
ger involved, and—just as with 
crossing streets—it is the par- 
ents’ job to warn of the dan- 
ger, to discuss it, and help pro- 
tect the child from it. 

We have learned through bit- 
ter experience that the silent 
treatment just doesn’t work. 
Today all our major religions 
agree—and our doctors and 
psychologists as well—that it is 
not only the parents’ preroga- 
tive but it is the parents’ vital 
duty to tell their chidren about 
life. And this means the true 
story of the male-female rela- 
tionship. 

The notion that children can 
be protected by ignorance is 
archaic today, when teen-agers 
are no longer cosseted beneath 
the family wing until they get 
married. They go out into a 
world where challenging and 
sometimes dangerous experi- 
ences await them. Better to 
have them armed with knowl- 
edge than vulnerably ignorant. 

Let’s assume most parents 
want to do right by their young- 
sters; they want to tell them 
about life. How shall they go 
about it? There are two funda- 
mentals: 

1. Tell the truth. Youngsters 
should not be given fables or 
half-truths. These will only 
boomerang later on when the 
child learns about sex from 
other youngsters. Most children 
are exposed at one time or 
other to varieties of gutter in- 
formation on the subject, and 
the whole truth told to them by 
their parents is their strongest 
armor. 

A Catholic handbook for girls 
points. out, “The truth about 
sex—that is, God's idea of sex 
—is not something to be told 
you in an emotional whisper— 
sex is neither startling nor dis- 
gusting; it is perfectly simple 
because God made it. It only 
becomes complicated and repel- 
lent when men and women take 
it out of its setting in God's 
plan.” 

From the time of the child's 
first sex questions (usually at 
age 3 or 4), truthful answers 
should be given. This does not 
mean that parents must explain 
to young children the entire 
story of life when the first, 
groping question is asked. Sim- 
ply give the child the informa- 
tion he wants and he will ask 
for more when he is ready. For 
example: 

Question—Where do babies 
come from? Answer—Babies 


I: is natural for parents of 


come from their mothers’ 
bodies All babies are inside 
their mothers’ bodies before 


they are born. 

By the time the child has 
reached the teen years he or 
she will have, through natural 
curiosity and honest answers, 
acquired a fairly complete 
knowledge of sex. Upon this 
foundation any and all ques- 
tions, regardless of how com- 
plicated, can be discussed. It is 
unsatisfactory, as Many parents 
have found out, to neglect the 
matter entirely until the child 
is 13 or 14 and then try to tell 
it all in One hushed and em- 
barrassed “session.” 

But what about parents who 
have missed the boat and now 
want to make up for it? 

They must assume that their

child already knows a great 
deal about sex from outside 
sources. And they must never 
try to make it all up in one 
talk. The best approach is to 
initiate a series of talks, per- 
haps at weekly intervals, in 
which they can establish a re- 
lationship of confidence and 
free discussion which they have 
failed to establish before. 

2. It’s attitude, not anatomy. 
The thing which stumps par- 
ents and makes them freeze up 
is their own attitude and our 
cultural attitude toward sex. 
We have never quite accepted 
it completely because we have 
failed to distinguish between its 
healthy, moral and sacred uses 
in God’s plan for marriage and 
parenthood, and its neurotic 
and tawdry abuses. 

If parents can clarify in their 
own minds that they are talking 
to children about God's basic 
plan for human beings they 
might easily lose some of their 
shyness. It would be good for 
the children, too, for they could 
understand sex as a noble at- 
tribute of living rather than 
something to be ashamed of. 

Dr. Abraham Franzblau. a 
specialist in pastoral psychiatry 
at the New York branch of He- 
brew Union College, declared, 
“When parents reach sexual ma- 
turity themselves, they will have 
no trouble conveying whole- 
some sex attitudes to their chil- 
dren.” 

As a consultant to the Depart- 
ment of Pastoral Services of the 
National Council of Churches, I 
have participated in many dis- 
cussions of these problems and 
always the consensus has been 
that full, frdnk discussion be-

F the psychologists and psy- 
| chiatrists know so much, why 

don't they solve their own 
problems? Many times this 
question has been posed during 
the last 20 years, the era of the 
experts. It has never been sat- 
isfactorily answered but some 
new light was thrown on it in a 
talk I had with Dr. Stanley E. 
Wimberly, professor of psychol- 
ogy at the University of Flor- 
ida. 

He said, “When my wife 
came home from the hospital 
after the birth of our daughter, 
she consulted me professionally 
for the first time.” 

“What advice did you give 
her?” I inquired. 

“I told her that no psycholo- 
gist knows enough to tell a 
mother how to rear her baby,” 
Dr. Wimberly replied. “a 
simply said to my wife, ‘If 
you're in doubt about some- 
thing, consult your own in- 
stincts first. Then if you're 
still in doubt, we'll talk about 
fe 


This is the new mood in psy- 
chology. Somewhere, somehow, 
amid all the expertizing of the 
last two decades, the realization 
has finally broken through that 
the Creator, in designing the 
human being, was also quite an 
expert. Isn't it inconceivable 
that He would give to man and 
woman the ability to create 
children without also giving 
them the ability to rear and 
nurture them? 

Today more and more ex- 
perts are saying to mothers and 
fathers with problems, “Look 
inside yourself for the answer. 
Listen to your heart.” And this 
is not bad psychology. Sig- 
mund Freud said that in the 
little things he followed his 
head but in the big things he 
always followed his heart. 

We are moving out of the age 
of confusion, with one expert 
saying one thing, another ex- 
pert saving something else, and 
a third expert contradicting 
both of them. As one father 
put it, “Their advice was so 
scrambled I got to calling them 
eggs-perts.” 

A counselor working with 


young mothers sent this report | 


to the United States Children's 
Bureau in Washington: “I find 


mental hygiene circles talking | 
about mothers feeling inade- | 


quate due to the number of 
things we expect of a mother. 
This in part is true, especially of 
mothers who have gone to psy- 
chiatrists or who Lave read sev- 
eral books on mental hygiene. I 
frequently have to tell them to 
put away all books and rely on 
their own good judgment, usu- 

stating, ‘You are an intelli- 
gent young girl, normal, and 
have a normal baby: enjoy it 
and let your mother’s instinct 
take care of a great many of 
your questions.’” 

In a seminar for youth work- 
ers at St. Lawrence University, 
Canton, N. Y., a speaker said— 
perhaps only partly in jest— 
“God bless the man who marries

been learned that good par- 
enthood doesn’t jell that way. 
Instead the parent must have 
confidence in his own instinc- 
tive feelings and freedom to 
express himself spontaneously. 
A parent who is a shouter must 
shout and a whisperer must 
whisper. It is just as wrong to 
say that shouting is bad for 
children as it is to say that 
whispering is bad. ‘ 

From mountains of studies 
and oceans of data amassed in 
the era of the expérts, one fact 
still stands paramount to them 
all—children need to be loved. 
If you love them it doesn't mat- 
ter whether you shout or whis- 
per. One psychologist went 
even farther—“You can bribe 
them, threaten théri, even beat 
them. It’s all O.K. if you love 
them,” he said. 


The new trend is to keep the 
expert where he belongs—al- 
Ways on tap but never on top. 
Certainly most parents may oc- 
casionally need advice, just as 
a business man may occasion- 
ally need the expert advice of 
a lawyer or an accountant. But 
no business man wants the ex- 
perts to move in and run his 
business for him, and neither 
should any parent. 


Robert H. Scott, Director of 
Youth Services in Michigan, 
listed “parental leadership” as 
one of the greatest needs of 
youth today. 

“We speak a great deal of 
discipline,” he said, “but if we 
analyze the word we find that 
it comes from the same root as 
the word disciple. Through cre- 
ative leadership, parents make 
disciples of their children. They 
give them values, ideals, and 
moral principles to live by and 
to pass on.”

South said later that he had 
considered his own leap to 
three no-trump conservative 
and thought he might be miss- 
ing a slam, and that this im- 
pression persisted when the 
dummy went down at the 
“mere” three no-trump con- 


tract. “So,” South added, “It 
was all the more shocking that 
I had to go down one because 
of the horrible break in clubs.” 


The terminology is South’s— 
although it is easy to agree 
with his description “shocking.” 
He did not have to go down 
because of the club break or for 
any other reason; the necessary 
nine tricks were there for the 
taking if South realized that 4-1 
suit breaks are not extraordi- 
nary and should be provided 
against whenever possible. 


If the club suit was going to 
run, it would always run— 
there was no hurry about cash- 
ing it right from the start. 
South should have notched an- 
other string in his bow by 
looking for a different break. 
At Trick 2, instead of leading 
clubs, why not cash a high 
spade and then lead the spade 
eight? By so doing, South would 
retain control of every suit and 
simultaneously put himself in 
the position of capitalizing on 
a spade break, irrespective of 
the club situation. The opposi- 
tion, after winning the spade 
trick; would presumably knock 
out South’s second heart stop- 
per—not that any other defense 
would matter. South would then 
cash the other spade honor, and 
when the 3-3 break came to 
light he would not have to 
scream so loudly when the club 
suit didn’t break — dummy’s 
thirteenth spade would come in 
right handy as the fulfilling 
trick.

Your Food Problems : 
First Place for Squash Family 


nee PES: 


STUFFED ACORN SQUASH MAKES AN ATTRACTIVE MAIN DISH FOR LUNCHEON OR SUPPER, ESPE- 
CIALLY WHEN MEAT IS AN INGREDIENT OF THE STUFFING. THE SMALLER ACORN SQUASH IS OFTEN 
USED DURING FALL MONTHS, WHILE THE LARGER VARIETY IS RESERVED FOR USE IN THE WINTER. 


ACK FROST is about to get 
J into action decorating the 

green leaves of summer 
with autumn colors. At, the 
same time we will find the 
theme carried out in our mar- 
kets with the natural coloring 
of fall vegetables. 

There are still red tomatoes 
and green peppers, but the 
winter squash family has first 
place. There are so many 
varieties, green, yellow, golden 
brown and vari-colored. Some 
are practically round, others 
are Oval, and there are also 
those with crooked necks. 

The comparatively small 
acorn or butternut squash are 
often halved and stuffed before 
they are baked. Prepared in 
this way they can be featured 
as the main dish for luncheon. 
If meat is an ingredient of the 
stuffing, the squash can well 
serve aS a supper dish. 

The larger squash, some of 
which is known as the Hub- 
bard, is usually first cut into 
pieces. After the seeds have 
been removed, it is boiled, 
drained, and mashed with 


plenty of butter, sometimes 


with the addition of milk or ' 


cream. If you like, cooked 
squash may be put through a 
ricer before it is beaten with 
the seasoning and the liquid. It 
may also be merely cut into 
pieces and baked, after being 
dotted with butter and sea- 
soned. 


During the fall season we are 
inclined to use the smaller 
squash and reserve the larger 
ones for winter use. 


Stuffed Acorn Squash. 


Three, medium acorn squash, 
one medium apple, two fresh 
tomatoes, two teaspoons grated 
onion, one-half can luncheon 
meat, cubed, one-fourth tea- 
spoon ground black pepper, two 
tablespoons butter or margar- 
ine, one-half teaspoon salt. 

Halve squash. Remove seeds. 
Peel, core and chop apples. 
Dice tomatoes. Combine with 
onion and luncheon meat. Add 
salt and ground black pepper. 
Fill squash shells with the mix- 
ture. Dot with butter or mar- 
garine. Place in baking dish.

Add three or four tablespoons 
of water to pan. Bake in moder- 
ate (350 degree F.) oven for 45 
minutes to an hour or until 
tender. Yield: six servings. 
Note: Any other leftover 
cooked meat may be used in 
place of luncheon meat. 
Stuffed Butternut Squash 
Three butternut (or acorn) 
squash, one cup dry packaged 


stuffing, two tablespoons grated 
onion, three fresh tomatoes, 
chopped fine, 1 tablespoon 


fresh lemon juice, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, one-fourth teaspoon 
ground black pepper, three 
tablespoons grated Parmesan 
cheese. 

Halve squash and remove 
seeds. Place in baking pan, cut 
side down. Add boiling water 
% inch deep. Bake in moder- 
ately hot oven (375 degree F.) 
25 to 30 minutes. Turn right 
side up and fill with stuffing 
made by combining remaining 
ingredients except cheese. Top 
with the cheese and bake 25 
minutes longer or until tender. 
Add more water to pan if 
necessary. Yield: six servings.
